sion  wanting  to  have  this  conference 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  was 
to  work  in  harmony  with  the  Super¬ 
visors,  for  the. assessment  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  properties  of  the  state  for  taxa¬ 
tion  purposes,  and  leaving  pamphlets 
explaining  the  method  of  taxing  at 
cash  values.
